A\/HEN- DOLE. HITLER SENT HIS 
legions into Poland last September’ the 
British Prime Minister uttered two sentences 
in the House of Commons at Westminster 
which bear repeating.

When questioned: regard- 
ing thetsource of supply, one of 
the boys fell back on the usual | 
alibi; “I -don’t_remember,” adding 
that he was accustomed to buying 
poisons at various druggists.
